IV. Claim 24 is drawn to a method of imparting repellency to a substrate, 
classified in class 528, subclass 49. 

V. Claims 25-27 are drawn to a polymer composition, classified in class 424, 
subclass 78.01+. 



Inventions Group I and Group II are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). 
In the instant case, the invention of Group I is directed to the fluorochemical urethane 
composition containing oligomers, whereas the invention of group II is directed to the 
coating composition. They are different and unrelated to each other; for example, the 
coating composition of Group II has no requirement of adding the fluorochemical

urethane composition to the coating composition , such as the case of coating 
compositions in shown in Epple et al (US 6,21 1 ,306). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
